But the President or any 
one iu authority has not as yet given any in 
timation that such action would likely tak 
place. Such notice would undoubtedly be 
premature. 


Taking for granti d that our forces wil 


fully accomplish tho required occupancy o 
the islands, the question aiises, would it be 
wise or politic lo have the old Spanish pos 
sessions under the permanent jurisdiction o 
the United States ? All of the advantages 
of such a possession are seeafingly counter 
balanced by the dangers, expense and dis 
advantages of owning territory in that por 
tion of the old world. Such possession wil 
entail a radical departure from the preced- 
ents and customs which have in a compara- 
tively brief period made this, tho youngest o: 
nations, the mightiest and wealthiest of al 
its contemporaries. 
We have by reason of 


our conservatism and reiterated intentions 
not to bujome involved in foreign complica- 
tions, attracted to our shores the brawn, 
brains' and capital ol the world. 
We have, 


on account of our professed security, made 
possible by the refusal to become enlisted in 
the strife for land-gi abbing, established an 
enviable and respected reputation which wo 
should hesitate to destroy. 


A possession in the direction indicated 


will be a perpetual invitation for a quarrel. 
If we are, as we have always declared, 
peace-loving nation, we cannot afford to put 
such a chip on our shoulder. It will be t 
gauntlet thrown down, subject to the chal 
lenge of any kingdom, monarchy or repub- 
lic, or any combination of powers which may 
be formed; a castor shied into the ring to 
the effect that we intend to be in any fight 
on the Pacific which may occur among the 
nations at any moment. We are not the 
kind of a people that wishes to fight for the 
sake of a fight. Oui course has heretofore 
been one of righteous advancement and it 
would be deplorable to depart therefrom. 


Considering the pecuniary view point, it 


will be undoubtedly round that any excess 
revenue which may 1)6 derived from owner- 
ship, beyond what we already receive from 
the islands would not meet the expense in- 
curred in governing and maintaining the 
necessary tranquility of the 
Philippines. 


Alaska baa cost this government more for 
patrolling the Betmng Sea and for expense 
of commissions than ever has or will be at- 
tained from the anticipated revenues. The 
same will be true, only in a far more aggra- 
vated form, of the Philippines or Hawaii. 
The inhabitants of the tropical islands are 
by nature dispossessed of the qualifications 
which render them eligible to citizenship. 
Few of our citizens would care to emigrate 
to that country, oxc< pt to engage in the du- 
ties and receive the emoluments of a lucia- 
tivo official position^ 


Of what earthly u>-e can such a countiy be 


to us? U cannot be reasonably expected to 
add to our wealth or happiness. 
There is 


but one advantage, and that caused by only 
temporary retention—indemnity for the cost 
of tho war. A treaty can be formed which 
will provide us with ample coaling facilities, 
which is the only neod of our government in 
that locality; and when that matter is adjus- 
ted, and the war indemnity satisfied, we 
have no further need for the Philippine Is- 
lands.

following notice: 


The attention of property owners and ten- 


ants is called to the following sections of the 
Rules aud Regulations adopted by the Bris- 
tol Board of Health, on the 3d day of January 
1804, jmd approve* by the Burgess and 
Council of the Borough of Bristol, on the 8th 
day of January, 1894 : 


SUCTION 32 
It shall be the duty of the 


occupant of every house within the limits of 
this borough to cleanse the cellars thereof of 
all dirt, vegetable and other impure mailer 
calculated to engender disease, and to cause 
them to be thorougly whitewashed with fresh 
lime, *t least once a year prior to June Ifith 


SECTION 33, It shall be the duty of tbe 


Health Officer to visit each house in the Bor- 
ough at least once in every year to inquire 
into and investigate the sanitary condition 
thereof. 


The Rules and Eegulations further provide 


that any person, firmer corporation violating 
the above Rule shall forfeit and pay the sum 
of ten dollars, to be sued for in the name of 
the Burgess and Council of Ihe Borough of 
Bristol and recovered before the Burgess or 
any Justice of the Peace in the same manner 
lhat debts not exceeding one hundred dollars 
are by law recoverable, and when so recover- 
ed shall be forthwith paid to the Treasurer 
of the said Borough for the use of the said 
corporation.

neaverlnc WM Alone a Great Feat. '

It requires ou expert to navigate tha 
treiicherous waters of the harbor, the 
uboiils in which are almost as clangor- 
on*, it not more no, as the passage over 
thd mines. The Americans must have 
had some of the insurgents on board 
who knew the harbor well and were 
ablu to tell them how to avoid toe 
should. Those (shoals are more danger- 
ous to a vessel of the tonnage of a man- 
of-war than butteries and torpedoes. 
All the waters about the Philippines 
arc this way. I have seen large mer- 
chantmen wait a long time for expert 
pilots to get them into and through tho 
shoul waters of Manilla harbor in safe- 
ty. 


"With all that Commodore Dewey 


had to contend iigniust it is really won- 
derful what he did. The Ppanish vessels 
probably utood still beoense they had no 
export pilots. Any one who has been in 
Manilla harbor can realize what I mean 
when I say the result of the battle 
seems to me more like a miracle than 
anything elRe."—New York Tribune.

It was owing to Its 
want of understanding in this l«st respect, 
and fc< an equal want of discrimination on 
tho part of the British public, that It has 
been found impossible to keep ostriches 
nllvu In tho zoological gardens In London. 
A public accustomed to slip pennies Into 
automatic machines could not refrain 
from the temptation offered by the omniv- 
orous .throat of an ostrloh and filled 
them up with poisonous copper, as if they 
wero so many missionary boxes. 


ID Its -African life, however, tho chief 


dang or that besots it is not the recklessness 
of ItH appetite, but its reckless disregard of 
Its own limbs. It will take fright at a 
shadow and hurl itself blindly Into the 
noarust fenoo, from which It will bo extri- 
cated with a broken leg, or fight savagely 
with a brother ostrloh and break its log, 
or full Into a holo or gully and break Its 
leg, ur dance, waltzing with most swift 
and graceful precision, affording a must 
bountiful sight to the spectator and the 
greatest natlsfaotion to Itself, until giddi- 
ness comes upon It and brings it to the 
ground, again with a broken leg. It is 
true that Its dangerously powerful legs 
nro nlao very brittle, but It must be con- 
fessed that It does not use them well. 


Of the danger that the owner sometimes 


runs from those powerful limbs Mrj. Mar- 


. tin lulls some very amusing stories. A 


sturdy newcomer, some 6' feet in height, 
laughed at the warnings that were given 
him when be sot .out for a walk and dis- 
dainfully refused the protection of ataokey 
— a thorny branch, the dexterous use of 
which will keep the ostrich at bay— ajer- 
ring that be "was not afraid of a dioky 
bird!" Ho was missed and discovered some 
hours afterward by a search party most 
uncomfortably parched on the top of an 
ironstone bowlder and slowly grilling im- 
dor the African sun, while the dicky bird 
did sontry up and down, watching him 
with an evil eye. "Another gentleman 
had a theory that any creature, however 
savage, could bo subdued— 'quelled,' as he 
said, by the human eye. One day he tried 
to quell one of his own ostriches, with tho 
result that be was presently found In a 
very pitiable predicament, lying fiat on the 
ground, while the subject of hUezperl- 
nisnt jumped up and down on him, occa- 
sionally varying the treatment by sitting 
upon him." 
Doubtless it was safer to lie 


down than to stand up to be kicked, but 
to bo Hfit upon as If one were an egg must 
have boon indeed humiliating. Curious, 
too, IB the account that the author gives of 
tho camps or little kingdoms that the os- 
triobci mark oat for themselves, with in- 
vlsibk but never to bo encroached upon 
boundaries. Inside that camp it will bear 
no intrusion, bnt outsldo it, in the domain 
of its neighbor, It is profoundly indiffer- 
ent to the stranger's wanderings. Nor is 
it ciifti for tho farmer to presume upon his 
former acquaintance with any bird, for 
the ostrich has not wits enough to distin- 
guish an old friend from n now Intruder, 
nor Mifflclont respect for his owner to ex- 
cept him from his suspicious hostilities, 
though it would appear that, as a rule, he 
will manifest a stronger aversion to the 
Kaffir or Hottentot than to a white man. 
—London Spectator. 


The Australian Honey Guide. 


The variegated honey guide, ii greenish 


olive as to Its upper coloring. That these 
little birds do of their own design and In- 
tention lead man to the nests of the wild 
bees Is a fact quite undoubted. This habit 
is well known to the natives, and in fol- 
lowing a honey guide a soft, pleasant 
whittling Is usually practiced by the black 
human partner byway of encouragement 
to bin feathered friend. 
The little indi- 


cator, having secured the attention of a 
native by url'-s and restless flitting to and 
fro, 11 utters on in front, occasionally light- 
Ing on a branch or bush to see that his 
chosen ally is following. It Is, however, a 
mistake to so pposo that the honey guide 
necks the bet V nest for the honey. His 
particular shave of the plunder consists of 
the liirvre found in tha combs. 


It is usual for a native, having rifled 


the nest,.to break off a piece of comb and 
put it aside for big bird friend.- No doubt 
in process of enjoying Its feast tho honey 
guide does taste some portion of the honey, 
bnt Its .real object is the luscious grubs 
found within portions of the comb. This 
habit is surely one of the most singular 
and oxtnr-dinary in the annuls of nat- 
ural history. _ How those little feathered 
creatures originally developed this most 
interesting trait, upon what wild race of 
mankind they first exercised their persua- 
sive arts; whether, before the advent of 
man in Africa, they practiced upon gome 
honey loving animal, such as the honey 
badKur (rate!) or other mammal—these 
ere suorets which have lain hidden during 
loug eons of tho past deep within the 
breast of nature and are now never likely 
to bu revealed to mankind.—Saturday Re- 
view.

A crowd of spectators will watch a child 
drown because it is no one's special busi- 
ness to tavo ft and because to interfere (n 
what does not concern you may give rjso 
to trouble. 


From what has boon already said as to 


tho keen interest taken by tho Chinese in 
money matters it may be surmised that 
they should bo par excellence a "nation 
of shopkeepers." And so they are. To 
their credit bo it said that they have thor- 
oughly roallzod. that bargains are binding. 
Xho tea merchant may endeavor in every 
way to get tho better of jiis European con- 
frere, bnt once the mystic words "puttee 
book"—i. o., enter it in writing—have 
been uttered the latter may rely on the 
transaction

faithfully 
carried 


through. This comparatively high stand- 
ard of commercial morality naturally re- 
sults In an elaborate system of credit, 
greatly to tbo advantage of both contract- 
ing parties, and, though the "squeeze," or 
perquisite, enters Into every arrangement, 
It is not sufficient to.stop the wheels of 
commerce, though undoubtedly it fre- 
quently clogs them. 


To go abok on your word in a business 


transaction or to fail to meet your liabili- 
ties causes a Chinaman to "lose face," and 
this is to him unbearable. The sacrifices 
which ho will malio on the approach of his 
now your to enable him to avoid being 
posted as insolvent are as extraordinary 
as they tire admirable. Nor would it be 
right to omit all reference to the fact that 
to their j iistioe they frequently add gener- 
osity. I well remember a case iu which 
an American who. had failed after years 
of labor was supported during the re- 
mainder of his life by hia."coinpradore," 
as the native employed by European firms 
in their dealings with Chinese is termed. 
—Contemporary Review. 


Suppawn, Samp, Succotash. 


The colonists quickly learned from tho 


Indians to harvest, grind and oook tha 
corn In many palatable ways, and the 
foods made from maize have retained to 
this day the names given by the aborigi- 
nes, such as hominy, pone, suppawn, samp, 
succotash. Samp and samp porridge were 
soon favorite dishes. Samp is Indian corn 
pounded to a coarsely ground powder in a 
mortar. 


The laborious Indian method of prepar- 


ing malzo for consumption was to steep it 
In hot water for 12 hours, then to pound 
tbo grain in a mortar till it was a coarse 
meal. It was then sifted in a small basket, 
and the large grains which did not pass 
through the primitive slove were again 
pounded and sifted. 


Samp was often pounded in a primitive 


and picturesque Indian mortar made of a 
hollowed block of wood or a stump of a 
tree. The pestle was a heavy blook.ot wood 
shaped H)« the interior of the mortar and 
fitted with a handle attached to one side. 
This block was fastened to the top of a 
growing sapling, which was bent over, 
and thus acquired the required spring book 
after the block, or pestle, was pounded 
down on the corn. Pounding samp was 
slow war!:, often dono in later years by 
unskilled negroes, und hence disparaging- 
ly termed "niggerlng" corn. After those 
simple spring mortars were abandoned 
elsewhere they were used on Long Island, 
and it was jestingly told that skippers in 
a fog could always get their bearings off 
the Long Island coast because they oould 
hoar the pounding of tho samp mortars.— 
Chautuuquan. 


Origin of the Word Velocipede. 


Frank H. Vizetelly tells "The Story of 


the Wheel" in St. Nicholas. After de- 
scribing tho introduction of the 'selerlfera 
and the dandy horse Mr. Vizetelly says: 


By this time the principle of balancing 


the wheel was understood, and the task of 
developing the crude vehicle of H. de Siv- 
raj was begun. It was not long, however, 
before this machine was replaced by an- 
other, or was perhaps only renamed. Dur- 
ing tho French revolution a new form was 
introduced uijgyr the name of veloolfere, 
and its riders uocame known an veloci- 
pedes. Iu the year 1808 one of these ve- 
hicles, shown at tho Luxembourg gardens 
In Paris, was much used. Eight years 
later another wheol of similar form came 
into France and gained popular favor at 
tho gardens of tho Tivoli. This was the 
draisiue, named from its inventor. 


The Last Great Auk. 


Or. Kenneth Campbell, Obnn, has been 


telling the story of the last living great 
auk. It seems about 50 years ago a strange 
bird was ween one day on St. Hilda, it was 
agreed to try to catch it, ae, though it 
had an enormous beak, It seemed to have 
very small wings. Several of the natives 
who were adepts at bird stalking man- 
aged to gat so near the strange monster 
that they threw themselves on the bird 
and, after a severe struggle, were success- 
ful in capturing it alive. 
Whnn the huge 


bird was taken to the township, "the is- 
land parliament" was assembled to delib- 
erate on the siirange vlsUor, and it wan 
agreed to tie its legs securely with strong 
cords and to tether It for the night to a 
stout pin fixed in the ground near the 
houses nnd to decide its fnte t'be next day. 


On the morrow tho parliament was oall- 


ed very early, as the bird had made such 
hideous noises during the pight that hard- 
ly anybody could sleep. The bird was un- 
doubtedly considered an evil emissary. 
Af ter serious consideration the verdiot was 
given to huvo the vile bird stoned to death, 
and the suntonce was at once carried out. 
Months after this, when communications 
were again opened with St. Kilda and the 
natives minutely detailed the polnta,of this 
awesome bird to a visitor, they were in- 
formed that if they had kept even the car- 
cass It would b,ave brought them £800 or 
C400. Tiien their chagrin was beyond ex- 
pression, and some of them began to search 
for some of the bones of the innocent and 
valuable victim.—Westminster Gazette.

Bow News of the Firing on Sninter WM 


Spread In a WeHteru Town. 


"I remomber the nows of the beginning 


of the civil war OB It oamo to onr town," 
snld n man who Is not yet a veteran. 
"I 


was about 10 yonrs old. 
I was returning 


homo in tho afternoon. 
I saw oominfj to- 


ward me a horse ridden, aa I recall it, 
mildly by n num. As thoy oamo nearer I 
hetiKl tiro lunu shouting. 
Tho horse was 


blowing li!;o a locomotive. I noticed that 
the ninu rode bareback. Every time he 
yollod ho plunged bi's heels 1uto tho sides 
of t-ho horse. 1 do not rompnibor the exact 
words oE the rider, but they were about 
'war beginning.' As bo rode people In tbo 
street who saw him stopped, listened,and 
asked one another about it, many win- 
dows along tho way wora hoisted, and as 
I proooodod homeward the women who 
knew me called from the lookouts and ask- 
ed inewhat 'that man' said aboutthe war. 


"When I reached bome, I found my 


mother's parlor a scone of confusion. The 
neighbors had called tn to tell her what 
they knew and to ask what she knew 
about tho war. 
The negroes about our 


house were frightened. One of them took 
refuge In the cellar and oarne out only 
after she had been threatened. " Her fear 
was tha 'abollshiners.' The word'Yan- 
kee' as an opprobrious epithet had not at 
that time come Into use. 


"There was a Dutch hotel In the town 


on the roof of whioh was a triangle. 
For 


many years it was the town clock. 
It 


dangled cut the tour for the three meals— 
breakfast, dinner and supper—and when 
it sounded the housewives looked at their 
timepieces. This triangle clanged out that 
afternoon before supper time. An earth- 
quake would have caused Comoro oom- 
niotion. The proprietor of the tavern beat 
the triangle until the city marshal made 
him stop it. 


"There were two newspapers in the 


town, and eaoh one got ont what waa call- 
ed an'extra.' It was not ruuch like the 
extra of thla-generation.- The-newa of/tho 
firing on Suiuter consisted oM'Sas than 200 
words, was printed on a small Blip of 
white newspaper and was net in the «ame 
width as tho columns of the papers whioh 
Issued them. There was no advertisement 
or other newsman the slips. These extras 
sold for 85 cents apiece. From that time 
until the olose of the war that was the sort 
of 'extra' that was issued by the papers in 
the town wherel lived."—New York Sun. 


OLD NAVAJO BLANKETS. 


They Are Mow So Rare as to Be Almost 


Priceless 


Dr. W. H. Work of Oharlestown re 


turned from a trip to Arizona and brought 
back with him several Navajo blankets. 
"But," h'e remarked sorrowfully, "they 
are not what they used to-be. The Nava- 
joes are too improvident and lazy to make 
snob blankets as they used to make in the 
years gone by and before the whita man 
began to hanker after that particular 
weave. 
.. 
. 


"The blankets now turned oub are piti- 


ful and tawdry affairs compared with 
those of bygone times. Those of today oan 
be bought for about {30, whlla a" real old 
fashioned blanket is really priceless and 
cannot now be bought. Those ancient 
blankets were half an Inch thick and 
would hold water aa well as a wooden tub. 
The finest of them are found burled with 
bodies of doad chiefs, and they ore prac- 
tically indestructible. 


"The women who weave the blankets 


of today oan make thu old fashioned blan- 
kets just as well, for they know the secret 
of manufacture, but the cheaper blanket 
is easily sold aud takes only a short time 
to make, while it would take nearly a 
year to weave one of the real blankets, 
those glorious combinations of colors nnd 
material, ono of whioh would easily be 
worth $500. 


"They have an exquisite color sense, 


these women, and blend their material 
perfectly. The coloring is fast and is made 
of vegetable and mineral matter, the se- 
cret of the making being handed down 
from generation to generation. A tribe 
can be known by the color scheme of its 
blankets. 
The designs vary greatly. 


Sometimes religious ceremonies aro typi-> 
fled, sometimes tribal and sometimes per- 
sonal history or other themes, all of whioh 
may bo read by those skilled in the sign 
and color languages of these Indians 


"How are the blankets made? Oh, the 


manner is very primitive and seems gim- 
ple enough. -They are woven on upright 
frames by hand; and the threads are 
pounded together as tight as possible. Bnt 
the glory of the Navujo blanket has de- 
parted, and I expect before many years the 
secret of their making will be lost."—Tn- 
dianapolis News.

SACK OF PORT AU 'PHINCE. 


How Morgan's Buccaneers Fought Tb*dv 


Way Into the Haitian City. 


In St. Nicholas Mr. Frank B. Stockton 


writes of "The Buooanee™ of Onr Coast. 
Mr. Stockton thua describes the captureof 
the Haitian «lty Port au Princo by Mor- 
gan and his buooaneers: 


When the fleet arrived at tho nearest 


harbor, Morgan landed big men mid 
marched toward tho town, but he did not 
succeed in making a seoret attack, ae ho 
liar hoped. A Spanish prisoner had let 
bimanlf drop overboard; and, swimming 
ashore, had warned the governor of tho at- 
tack; Thus prepared, this able ooiainiindnr 
marched a body of eoldiers along .the road 
by which the pirates must come, and when 
ho found a 'suitable spot he built a formi- 
dable barricade.

Hore ho found that ho would have to 


flght his way Into the city, and, probably 
much to his surprise, his men were pres- 
entlycharged by a body of cavalry. 


The pirates routed the horsemen and 


after a flght of about four hours took pos- 
session of the town. Here they oapturot 
a groat many prisoners, whom they sb at 
up in tbo churches, and then sent detach 
inents out into the country to look for 
those who hod run away. When these ut 
'terly debased and cruel men took their 
usual course after capturing a town, they 
pillaged, feasted and rioted. Even when 
the poor citizens seemed to have given up 
everything they owned they were told thai 
if thoy did not pay two heavy, ransoms 
they would be carried away into slavery 
and that their town would be burned. 


For two weeks the pirates waited for 
the unfortunate people to go out Into the 
country and find some of their Jtellow citi- 
zens who had escaped with a portion of 
their treasure. In those days people did 
not keep their wealth in banks, as they do 
now, but every man was the custodian oi 
meet of his own possessions, and when 
they fled from the visitation of an enemy 
they took with them everything of value 
that they could oarry. Before the citizens 
returned Morgan made a discovery. A no 
gro was 4aken who was carrying letters 
from the governor of Santiago, a neigh- 
boring oity, to some of the citizens of Port 
nu Prince, telling them not to be in too 
great a hurry to pay the ransom beoan.ee 
he was coming with a strong, force to their 
assistance. When Morgan read these let- 
ters, he changed bis mind and thought it 
would be a wise thing not to stay in that 
region any longer than could be helped. 
Solie decided not to wait, for the unfortu- 
nate citizens to colleot the heavy ransom 
he demanded, but told them that if they 
would furnish him with.jiQO head of pattla 
and also supply salt and help prepare the 
meat for shipment ho would 'inabtl'rioTfur- 
tber demands upon them. This, of course, 
tbo citizens were glad enough to do, and 
the buooaneers sailed away.
